W hether 
tins so-called 
"S panish" 
influenza is 
identical with tin1 epedomics of influ­ 
enza of earlier years is not yet known. 
Epidem ics of influenza have visited 
I his country s i n c e 1647. 
It is i n t e r e s t ­ 
ing to know that this first epedemic 
w as brought here' from Valencia, Spain. 
Since th at time I here have been n um er­ 
ous epidemics of the disease. 
I ii ISSI! 
ami I si MI 
an epidemic 
of influenza, 
sta rtin g 
som ewhere 
iii 
the 
Orient, 
spread first to Russia, and thence over 
practically 
the entire civilized world. 
T hree years later there was another 
llare-up of the disease. 
Doth times the 
epidemic spread widely over the Toited 
States. 
Although the present epidemic is c a l l ­ 
ed "S panish Influenza." 
T here is no 
reason to believe that it originated in 
Spain. 
S o m e w riters who have studied 
th e question believe that the epidemic 
cam e from tIi*- Orient and they call a t ­ 
tention to the fact th at the G erm ans 
mention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front in tile sum m er and 
fall of 11*17. 


No Cert a n Way to Recognize It. 


T here is as yet no Cl rtain way in 
which ti single case of "Spanish In flu ­ 
enza" can lie recognized; on tho oth er 
hand, recognition is easy where there is 
ii group of eases. 
In arn trust to (lie 
out breaks of ordinary coughs and colds, 
which usually occur in the cold m onths 
epidemics of influenza m ay occur at 
any season of the year, thus the present 
epidemic raged most intensely In E u ­ 
rope in May. Ju n o and .Inly. 
Moreover, 
in tin' case of ordinary colds, tin* gen­ 
eral sym ptoms i fever, pain, depression) 
are by no m eans as severe or as sudden 
in their onset tis they an* in influenza. 
Finally, ordinary colds do not spread 
through the comm unity so rapidly or s o 
extensively as does influenza. 
In most eases 
a person 
taken sick 
w ith influenza feels sick ra th e r s u d ­ 
denly. 
Ile feels weak. lins pains in the 
e>es. ears. head or huck. and may be 
sore all over. 
M any patients feel d iz­ 
zy. some vomit. 
Most of the p atients 
complain of feeling chilly, and wit!; 
this conics a fever in which the tem per­ 
a tu re s rises to IIM* to 10-1. 
I ii most 
cases the pills!* rem ains relatively slow. 
iii appearance Otic is struck by till' 
fact that tin* patient looks sick. 
His 
lyes ami the inner side of ids eyelids 
m ay he slightly "bloodshot," o r “con­ 
gested," as tin' doctors say. 
There may 
hi* running from the novo, or there may 
bi* some congii. 
These signs o f a cold 
may not bi' m ark e d ; nevertheless the 
patient looks and fe d s very sick. 


I ii add it iou ti* the appearance and the 
sym ptoms as already described exam i­ 
nation of the patien t’s blood may aid 
tin* physician in recognizing “ Spanish 
Influenza," for it lins bi'on found that 
iii tins disease 
the num ber 
o f w hite 
corpuscles shows little or in* increase 
above the normal, 
it is po-siblc that 
the laboratory investigations now being 
made through th e 
National Research 
Council and tile Tinted States Hygienic 
I .a I Kira tory wail furnish a more certain 
way in which Individual oases of tins 
disease can lie recognized. 
Ordinarily, the fever Justs from ll>ri*e 
to four days and the patient recovers, 
tbit while the proportion of d a u b s in 
the present 
epedemic 
tins generally 
been low. in some places the outbreak 
lias been severe and d eaths have bis'n 
numerous. 
W hen 
death 
occurs it is 
i undy the result of a complication. 
Bacteriologists who have studied in- 
t aeiiza 
epidemics 
in the 
p ast have 
found in 
many of 
tile ca sew a very 
small rod-shain'd germ called, a fte r its 
discoverer, P feiffer's bacillus, 
in other 
* a scs of apparently Hic same kind <*i 
d is'a se th ere w ere found pneumococci. 
Hie germs of lobar pneumonia. 
Still 
< thera have been caused by streptococci, 
and by other germ s w ith long names. 
No m atter w hat p articular kind of 
germ ca ukes the epidemic, it is now be­ 
lieved th a t influenza is alw ays spread 
from iierson to person, th e germs being 
carried w ith tin* a ir along with tile very 
.small droplets of 
mucus, expelled by 
coughing o r sneezing, forceful talking. 
and th e like by one who already has 
the germ s of the disease. 
They may 
also lie carried about iii the a ir iii the 
form of dust coming from dried mucus, 
from coughing a n d sneezing, or from 
carelessupeople w h o 
spit on the floor 
and on wa* sidewalk. 
As in most other 
Catching diseases, a person who lias 


only a mild a tta ck of the disease liiin- 
s,.|f may give a very severe attack to 
others. 
It is very important that every per­ 


son who becomes sick w ith influenza 
should go home at once anil go to lied. 
This will help 
keep aw ay dangerous 
complications 
and will, 
at tin* same 
time, keep tin* patient from scattering 
the disease fa r and wide. 
It is highly 
desirable 
that no 
one be allowed to 
sleep in the same room w ith the pati­ 
ent. 
Iii fact, no 
one 
but tho nurse 
should be a Mowed iii the room, 
If there is cough and sputum or ru n ­ 
ning of Hie eyes and nose. care should 
he taken th at all such discharges are 
eel leered on Hits of gauze or rag or p a­ 
per napkins ami burned. 
If the patient 
complains of fever and headache, lie 
should be givi n w ater to drink, a cold 
compress to Hie forehead, and a light 
sis luge. 
Only such medicine should be 
given as is prescribed by the doctor. It 
is fisilisli to ask the druggist to pre­ 
scribe and may be dangerous to take 
the so-called "safe, sure and harmless** 
remedies advertised by patent-medleiue 
limnufaet u r cr s. 
Do Not Breathe Germs. 
If Hie patient is so situated th a t lie 
eau In* attended only by some one who 
must also look a fte r o tliers in the fam ­ 
ily. it is advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apron, or gown over 
tin' ordinary house clothes while iii the 
si* k room, aud s l i p this off when leat 
lug to look after the others. 
Nurses and attendants w ill do well to 
guard against breathing iii dangerous 
disease germ s by w earing a 
simple 
fold of gauze or m ask while near Hie 
patient. 


It is well known that an attack of 
measles or scarlet fever or s m a l l p o x 
usually protects a person against a n ­ 
other attack of Hie same disease. T his 
appears not to he trite of "S panish in­ 
fluenza." 
According to new spaper re­ 
ports the King of Spain suffered an a t ­ 
tack of influenza during the epidemic 
thirty years ago, and w as again strick­ 
en during tile recent outbreak iii Spain. 
In guarding 
against disease 
of all 
kinds, it is important that tin* body be 
kept strong and abl** to fight off d is­ 
ease germs. 
This can be dom* by hav­ 
ing a proper proportion of work, play. 
and 
rest. by 
keeping 
the bialy well 
clot bed. and by eating sufficient, w dole­ 
some. and properly select**d food. 
In 
connection with diet, it is well lo re­ 
member tlmt milk is one of tin* hest all- 
around foods, obtainable for adults as 
well us children. 
So far as a disease 
like influenza is concerned health a u th ­ 
orities everyw here recognize tin* very 
close relation between its spread ani 
overcrowded 
homes. 
W hile it is not 
alw ays possible, 
especially 
in times 
like the present, 
to 
avoid such over­ 
crowding. people should consider tin* 
lien I Hi danger aud m ake every effort to 
reduce the 
home 
overcrowding to a | 
minimum. 
T he 
value 
of fresh 
through open windows cannot Im 
emphasized. 
W here crowding is unavoidable, as 
in street ears, care should be taken to 
keep the face s o turned as not to inhale 
directly the air brent his] out by a n o th ­ 
er person, 
Jt is esp! H a My im portant to liewart 
of the person 
who coughs or s n e e z e s 
Without covering Ids mouth aud nose. 
It also follow! Unit one should 
out 
of crow ds and stuffy places as 
much la possible, keep homes, offices, 
and w o r k s l i o p s well aired, sjiend some 
time out of doors each day, walk to 
w ork if 
at all practicable 
in 
short 
make every possible effort to breathe 
as much pure a ir a s p os si bl e . 
" i 'over up each cough aud sneeze, 
if yi.it don’t you'll spread disease."
